In reply to the Office communication dated February 25, 2002, requesting an 
election of a single protein from either Table 1 or 2 of the above-captioned application 
for examination on the merits, Applicants elect lEF 614 - ATP synthase beta subunit 
catalytic, the final entry on the first page of Table 2, for further examination. The period 
for reply has been extended five (5) months by the filing of the requisite petition and 
payment of the appropriate fee. 



This Reply to Restriction Requirement and Election of Species is supplemental to 
the Reply to Restriction Requirement filed by Applicants on September 12, 2001. In the 
Office commxmication dated February 25, 2002, the Examiner has noted that Applicants 
provisionally elected the invention of Group II in that Reply. Nevertheless, the 
Examiner states that the Reply filed September 12, 2001, was not fully responsive 
because Applicants did not elect a single sequence from either Table 1 or Table 2 for 
prosecution. Applicants point out, however, that the Office Action mailed June 12, 2001, 
required election of a single protein only in the event that Group III, drawn to an in vitro

method of identifying a protective or deleterious diabetes mediating protein, was elected. 
As Applicants elected Group II, the Reply was fully responsive to the prior Office 
Action.
